Dr. Hector Zevallos and his wife, 
Rosalie Jean, were held captive for a 
week in an abandoned World War IL 
ammunition storage shed between 
Decatur and Springfield; Ill, it was 
announced Monday afternoon at 
simultaneous FBI press conferences in 
Springfield and St. Louis. 

At the joint conferences, the FBI 
provided the first official information 
since the two were released near their 
home in Edwardsville on Aug. 20 
Special Agent Glenn Young said in St. 
Louis that the FBI has known since 
Aug. 21 where the Zevalloses were held 

FBI technicians in Washington, D.C. 
were sent evidence after it was 
retrieved from the above-ground 
bunker, Young said. He would not 
specify .the exact bunker location 
because it is on private property, but 
news reports indicate the bunker is 
near Illiopolis, 20 miles east of 
Springfield in Sangamon County. The 
FBI in Springfield refused to confirm 
the exact site. 

Two cars also were used in the ab- 
duction, the FBI announced. One was 
described as a four-door, dark blue, 
medium-sized sedan with Missouri 
license plates, The other was described 
only as a compact auto. 

Special Agent Joseph Ondrula was 
quoted as saying in the Springfield 
news conference that the FBI will 
continue its search under the Hobbs 
Act, because the abductors threatened 


Redistricting slow in Madison

The Madison Aldermanic 
Redistricting Committee Tuesday 
agreed to meet during an upcoming 
Saturday morning to formulate 
redistricting plans for the city. The 
committee also set a Feb. 1, 1983, 
deadline to report the new boundries 
to the Madison County, clerk's office; 

City Comptroller'\Al Hudzile said 
after the fedistricting meeting that 
he anticipates setting a date for the 
next session within three or -four 
Weeks, but noted, “It could be later 
than that, or it could be sooner.’”’ 

Hudzik said he has to determine 
how many éligible voters reside on 
each bléek before a meeting date 
ean be determined. 

At the last meeting, the term 
“eligible voters” was questioned by 
Fifth Ward Alderman Donald 
Garrett, who was concerned that 
determining new wards by the size 
of voter registration lists would 
eliminate minority representation 
on the council. Two black aldermen 
— Garrett and Charles Rockett 
represent the predominately black 
Fifth Ward. 

Tuesday night, Caspar 
Nighohossian, city attorney, defined 
eligible voters according to federal 


law. Eligible voters must be 18 years 
of age or older, reside in the precinct 
for at least 30 days and be registered 
to vote, he said. For Madison 
redistricting, the requirement 
concerns those eligible in the last 
municipal election, he added. 

“So far as I'm concerned, this is a 
state problem and a state law. It 
should .be,- handled according: to the 
state,!’Nighohossian said. State 
Fedistricting statutes require that 
the new wards be nearly equal in 
population and as compact and 
contiguous in territory as possible, 
he added. 

In order to comply with the law, 
Madison must eliminate at least one 
of its five wards within 30 days of the 
April 1983 municipal election. ‘One 
ward has got to go. It will be ab- 
sorbed by the. others, At least one 
must go,” Nighohossian said. 

Itis not necessary to maintain any 
of the present ward boundaries 
under the redistricting plan. “We're 
not required to keep any of the old 
lines, You can have four brand new 
wards, but it is nice to keep a couple, 
because they have voting patterns,” 
Nighohossian said. 

The issue came about after the 
1980 census. State law requires cities 
with populations of 3,000 to 15,000 to 


have eight aldermen. Madison has 
10 aldermen. 

The redistricting issue also was 
brought up after the 1970 census 
because the city apparently was in 
violation of state law at that time, 
but the council never acted. 

Redistricting Committee 
Chairman. Don Reeves Tuesday 
night. stressed the time factor. in- 
volved in redistricting. He suggested 
the Feb) *1°'deadline to’ report 
boundary changes to the county, so 
that.the Madison City Council can 
vote on the proposal in early March. 

Committee members ~ were 
requesféd to formulate their own 
proposals for discussion a: the next 
meeting. A compromise soiution will 
then be considered ‘after the plans 
are studied. “It is important that 
you make up some preliminary 
ideas about what you want,” 
Nighohossian told committee 
members. 

‘The redistricting, he said, will be 
as close to equal as possible, ac- 
cording to eligible voters in each 
ward. Registered voters as of the 
last municipal election in April 1980, 
according to wards were: First 
Ward, 490; Second Ward, 770; Third 
Ward, 780; Fourth Ward, 590; Fifth 
Ward, 325, and total, 2955.

“not realize they no longer qualify for 
“Granite City ambulance service.

The city ambulance. service will 
continue to maintain its present levels 
of manpower equipment, utilizing the 
city’s four on-call ambulances. Any 
changes will have to come through the 
city council, Smolich said. Campbell 
plans to keep two ambulances available 
at the Pontoon Beach location. 
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Pontoon Beach and the other com- 
munities had shown a reluctance for 
months towards paying higher rates 
under Granite City’s amended or- 
dinance, which went into effect May 1. 

Granite City rates increased in-town 
individual rates to $100 and out-of-city 
rates to $125 per call, plus $2 per mile. 
Campbell is offering hisservice for $70

The Zevalloses were not taken across 


state lines and, therefore, the kid- 
napping investigation will be conducted 
by the Madison County Sheriff's 
Department, which has complained 
that the FBI has not fully cooperated in 
the case. 


Composite drawings of three men, 
who Young said were described by the 
Zevalloses, were released by the FBI 
Tuesday. The abductors claimed to be 
members of “The Army of God,” a 
radical anti-abortion group that 
claimed responsibility for the kid- 
napping and for firebombings of 


abortion clinics in Florida and Virgina 
last spring. 

The FBI has not had contact with 
“The Army of God’? since the couple 
was released and Young said he had 
never before heard of the group, except 
in connection with the kidnapping and 
the fire-bombings. 

The three abductors identified 
themselves only as members of the 
group and not by name, although one 
man was called ‘‘Butch.’”” 

Young said the FBI does not know 
where the men are from, It has been

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Travels to SEMC for news show

It's amazing what people 
will put themselves through 
just to see a show. They'll 
stand in line for hours in 
blistering heat or pouring 
rain and some will camp 
overnight on sidewalks to be 
sure they’re first when the 
ticket windows open. 

But among those who go to 
great lengths to see a par- 
ticular show, few can out- 
distance Steven Webb. Webb 
traveled all the way from 
Long Beach, Calif., to St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center 
here just to watch a news 
show. 

Webb is a graduate student 
at California State 
University in Fullerton 
where he is completing his 
master’s thesis on hospital 
employee TV news shows. 
He became interested in 
such programs because he is 
a scriptwriter for the em- 
ployee news show at Long 
Beach Memorial Hospital. 

“When I began to do

said. 

Through his correspon- 
dences, he found out about 
St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center’s. employee news 
show and cohtacted SEMC’s 
Public Relations Depart- 
ment for more details. Bob 
Gill, SEMC’s video 
production supervisor, sent 
him the information along 
with some background on the 
Medical Center’s closed 
circuit programming for 
patients. 

Soon afterward, Jinny 
Tuetken, Public Relations 
director at SEMC, received a 
phone call from Webb, wtio 
wanted to know if he could 
visit the local hospital and 
see how the news shows are 
produced. She expressed 
surprise that anyone would 
want to travel that far, but

When Webb arrived here, 
he explained that so few 
hospitals have employee 
news shows that it was 
necessary for him to travel 
some distance to visit them 
in order to complete field 
research for his thesis. 

St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center is one of only four 
hospitals in the United States 
with such programming, 
Webb said. ‘‘Although many

Lawrence  K. Roos, 
president of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of St, Louis, 
warned Monday that rein- 
flation would not bring the 
resiilts its advocates seek, 
and that pressures for 
reinflation tend to keep in- 
terést rates artificially high. 

Im -a speech to the 
Petroleum and Chemical 
Indistry Conference of the 
Institute of Electrical and, 
Electronic Engineers at the 
Sheraton Hotel, Roos said 
that in the 1970s, when in- 
flation was a new experience 
for'most Americans, people 
frequently made loans and 
invested their savings at 
negative real interest rates 
because they felt that in- 
flation was a temporary 
problem) that would 
somehow quickly disappear. 

The experience of the past 
15 years ‘has taught them 
that this-is not so and, as a 
result, and prospect of 
reinflation —.a return to 
inflation — causes interest 
ratés to rise as lenders and 
savers seek to protect 
themselves against erosion 
of future purchasing: power. 

Roos said current 
pressures for reinflation by’ 
certain economists and 
members of Congress are 
“causing people to remain 
skeptical as to the extent of 
our’current commitment to 


policies of disinflation. 

“Many people who were so 
badly burned in the 1970s are 
understandably sensitive to 
what they read and hear that 
implies a potential 
weakening of our resolve to 
continue the struggle against 
inflation.” 

Roos attributed unusually 
high interest rates in recent 
months to a concern by the 
public that policymakers 
might abandon present anti- 
inflationary policies and opt 
instead for reinflation. 

He proposed three steps to 
“make our anti-inflation 
policies credible to a 
disbelieving public and thus 
keep interest ra’ 

1. “Our mone! e 7 paley 
stance must be maintained. 

2. “Federal deficits must 
be reduced significantly. 

3. “The American public 
must be prepared to resist 
pressures on policymakers 
to revert to reinflation in 
order to alleviate the tem- 
porary pain of disinflation. 

“Only when _ people 
become convinced that our 
current anti-inflation stance 
is for real and will be pur- 
sued over a long period of 
time,’’ Roos said, ‘‘will in- 
flation finally be eliminated 
and stability — so necessary 


for economic growth — be 


restored.”

September 
gardening 
tasks here 


By CHRIS DOLL 
Area Garden Adviser 

September. can be a 
profitable and. enjoyable 
month for the gardener. 

It’s harvest time for many 
fruits and vegetables. It’s 
also time for making a few 
last plantings — and for 
preparing for next year’s 
garden. 

Some highlights for the 
month are: 

Harvest fruits and 
vegetables. Barly ‘Sep- 
tember finds grapes, apples, 
pears, plums, tomatoes, 
melons, beans and many 
other crops maturing. This is 
the time of the year when 
harvests show the results of 
good culture. 

If you're not satisfied with 
the quality or yield this year, 
resolve to. do better in 
variety selection or growing 
next year. 

Plant some late season 
vegetables. With good fall 
growing conditions, there is 
time to plant and harvest 
snap beans (50-54 days), 
beets (52-58 days), leaf 
lettuce (45 days), radishes 
(22-25 days), spinach (37-45 
days). If unfavorable 
growing conditions delay 
maturity and harvest, a little 
seed and labor will be lost. 

Keep tomato plants 
growing, Water, nutrients 
and. pesticides, especially 
those for disease control, are 
needed to keep healthy, 
fruitful tomato plants until 
frost. » 

One or two pesticidal 
sprays at 10-day intervals 
should be all that is needed if 
the water and soil fertility 
are maintained, 

Harvest herbs. Cool, dry 
September days are ideal for 
drying leafy plants. Pick the 
leaves or stems when the 
dew is off the plant. Wash if 
the leaves are mud spal- 
tered. Otherwise, just tie 10- 
12 stems or plants in bundles 
and hang in an airy, warm, 
dry place. 

Cut or kill weeds in the 
garden. Do this before they 
make’ seeds and you will 
have fewer weeds to fight 
next year. 

‘Tip-layer. black rasp- 
berries and thornless black- 
.o!berries for plant increases. 

‘The growing tip of shoots can 
be covered with an inch or 
two of 860i so that new plants 
will be available for planting 
next spring. 

Build up the compost pile 
with garden debris. All the 
expended plant material in 
the garden can be tossed into 
the compost pile for 
decomposition. 

Pick apples when mature. 
This is usually when the 
ground or under-color turns 
yellow or creamy. It is also 
about the time that stems of 
healthy fruits separate 
easily from the spur. 

For Southwestern Tllinois, 
this period is early Sep- 
tember for Jonathon, mid- 
September for Red Delicious 
and late September for 
Golden Delicious. 

‘Sow a green manure crop. 
Rye, annual ryegrass or oats’ 
are good crops to sow on 
vacant ground to give soil 
protection, ‘smother weeds 
and increase organic matter. 

Don’t prune fruit trees. 
This is the time of the year 
that leaves are feeding the 
roots, so the only pruning 
that should be done is the 
removal of broken branches 
and limbs. 

Verify peach borer con- 
trol. Check peach trees for, 
gummy areas containing. 
sawdust. The sawdust would 
indicate that borers are; 
present and must be dug out, 
with a knife or wire.

What is the life ex- 
pectancy? ‘We just don’t 
know,” Dr. Fagan said. He 
knows of a girl who lived to 
age 22 and went to college 

When Mrs. Strubberg was 
told two years ago that her 
child had cardiomyopathy, 
she took her to the Mayo 
Clinic in Minnesota for a 
second opinion. Dr. Fagan 
said it is something Cardinal 
Glennon recommends. 

The doctors at Mayo said 
there was a chance she 
might have had a tumor in 
the heart. She didn’t, an 
analysis of a biopsy taken in 
an operation confirmed\the 
previous diagnosis. 

At age 17 + months, 
Samantha had an operation 
at Cardinal Glennon to 
repair an aneurism in her 
heart. She ha$ had four 
major heart attacks, in- 
cluding one six weeks ago, 
her mother said. 

Samantha looks and acts 
much like a normal 2¥%4-year- 
old, although there are 
differences. 

She weighs 21 pounds, nine 
pounds under the normal 
weight for a girl her age, 
Mrs. Strubberg said. ‘‘She 
still takes two naps a day 
while most kids won't,” she 
added. 

Samantha is on a no-salt 
diet and must be kept in an 
air conditioned environment. 

She isn’t strong enough to

Mrs. Strubberg is divorced 
and unemployed.

Jost her medical card in July 
because her mother, by 
mistake, deposited three $20 
child support checks in Mrs. 
Strubberg’s checking ac- 
count, rather than turning 
them over to the Department 
of Public Aid. Along with the 
medical card went $236 per 
month in welfare and $58 in 
food stamps, she said. 

(Her son still receives $300 
per month in social Security 
and veterans benefits 
through his father and her 
first husband, who died.) 
Mrs. Strubberg said she had 
to move from her home in 
Granite City to live with her 
mother when the welfare 
was cut off. She said she 
hopes to have her benefits 
reinstated this month. ‘‘My 
money only goes so far on a 
payday,” said Mrs. Cornett,

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Breast milk offers many advantages 


(This is the 12th in a series 
of 15 articles exploring 
“Food and People.” In this 
article, Derrick B. Jelliffe, 
professor of public health 
and pediatrics, and E. F. 
Patrice Jelliffe, lecturer and 
researcher, both in UCLA’s 
School of Public Health, 
discuss reasons for the 
concern over growing use of 
baby formula in the Third 
World.

Although _ breast-feeding 
has increased in the last ten’ 
years in industrialized 
nations, its rapid decline 
among poorer peoples may 
pose a major public health 
problem throughout the 
world. ‘ 

Breast-feeding is ex- 
tremely desirable in all 
‘communities, however af- 
fluent, but in poor cir- 
cumstances it becomes vital 
for survival. 

It has been estimated that 
more than 10 million babies a 
year suffer ill health as a 
result -of the decline in 
breast-feeding, UNICEF has 
estimated a possible one 
million deaths from this 
cause annually. 

A broad program of 
education for the general 
public, as well as specific 
measures aimed at health 
professionals and infant 
formula companies, are 
necessary if we are to 
reverse this trend. 

Bottle-feeding with: for- 
mula ‘seemed modern, 
scientific and in tune with 
urban life from the 1920s 
through the 1950s. 

But research has in- 
creasingly shown that 
human milk differs in almost 
every respect from formulas 
based on cow’s milk. 

Breast milk is a highly 
complex living fluid, which 
has been modified and 
adapted over the course of 
human evolution to suit the 
particular needs of the 
human baby. 

Breast milk differs from 
formulas in its biochemical 
composition — including the 
type of protein, fatty acids, 
minerals and enzymes 
present. 

It also contains antibodies 
‘and white cells that protect 
the infant against infection, 
as well as anti-allergic 
properties that are lacking in 
formulas. 

The process of breast- 
feeding also differs from that 
of bottle-feeding: the in- 
timate process of nursing 
helps to form a closer 
mother-child relationship. 
‘Nevertheless, adequate 
bottle-feeding is possible — 
provided three requirements 
are met: parents must have 
sufficient money to purchase 
enough formula, reasonable 
home hygiene (including 
storage and, particularly, a 
clean water supply), and 
Sufficient education and 
uinderstanding to prepare 
formula correctly. 

These requirements can 
usually be met in Western 
Europe, Australia, North 
America and similar areas 
where most people are 
relatively well-to-do. 


BOTTLE-FEEDING 
AMONG THE POOR. 

In poor, disadvantaged 
communities, however, the 
necessary income, ‘hygiene 
and education are frequently 
lacking. 

This is true for pockets of 
(poverty in otherwise affluent 
nations — such as some 
Indian reservations in the 
United States or urban slums 
in Europe — as well as for 
the majority in less 


developed countries. 

For most people in the 
Third World, adequate 
bottle-feeding may require 
60 to 75 percent of their basic 
salaries, and home hygiene 
and water supplies are very 
poor. 

Consequently, extremely 
diluted formula is often 
given, using contaminated 
water and a filthy bottle and 
nipple. 

The result frequently is 
diarrheal. disease and 
marasmus (stravation). 

Unfortunately, in many 
developing countries this 
situation is on the increase in 
the slums -that are 
mushrooming around large 
cities. 

On a national level, a 
large-scale decline in breast- 
feeding means a large-scale 
expenditure for breast-milk 
substitutes that can amount. 
to millions of dollars and 
further strain the balance of 
payments. 

In addition, breast-feeding 
has the effect of spacing out! 
the intervals between child 
births, as many lactating) 
‘women cease to menstruate 
for 18 months or more. This 
natural form of birth control 
is lost when breast-feeding is 
abandoned. 


‘The reasons for the decline 
in breast-feeding, despite its 
advantages, have been 
similar wherever it has 
occurred: health 
professionals who have been 
inadequately trained in 
breast-feeding; practices in 
hospital maternity units; an 
increase in the numbers of 
women working away from 
home; and aggressive ad- 
vertising of infant formula. 

PROMOTING BREAST- 
FEEDING. 

Programs to promote 
breast-feeding, therefore, 
must deal with these causes 
of its decline. 

Mothers must be given the 
confidence necessary for 
successful breast-feeding as 
well as the opportunities for 
frequent nursing that will 
stimulate their production of 
milk. 

Information and education 
for the general public, school 
children and, especially, 
parents should have 
government support. 
Increased attention must be 
given to breast-feeding in the 
curricula of health per- 
sonnel, especially 
pediatricians, obstetricians 
and maternity unit nurses. 

Fortunately, this is slowly 
occurring as new scientific 
information and textbooks 
become available. 

Current practices in 
maternity units also need 
scrutiny. The practice of 
separating mother and baby 
is unnatural and would not 
be ‘tolerated in any other 
species, 

Hospital regimens could 
be readjusted to increase 
breast-feeding at no ‘cost 
whatsoever. 


The practice of hospital . 


personnel giving out samples 
of formula to mothers 
departing the hospital is 
particularly likely to 
sabotage breast-feeding by 
undermining the mother’s 
confidence and by making 
free formula temporarily 
available. 

The problems posed by 
new mothers working out- 
side the home are often 
serious. In Third World 
countries, the mother’s 
entire salary is seldom 
enough to buy adequate 
formula — and it rarely goes 
exclusively to this purpose. 

In an.effort to meet the 
problem of working moters, 
some countries have man- 
dated up to 12 weeks of 
maternity leave. 

Also, in some countries, 
factories employing 15 or 
more women must provide 
an area’ where lactating 
mothers can take two 
“nursing breaks’’ daily. 

Under the circumstances 
in most. developing coun- 
tries, when mothers leave 
their babies to be bottle-fed 
by older children or other 
helpers, the situation can be 
extremely hazardous. 
Problems of contamination 
and overdilution are made 
worse by the uncertainty of 
the baby’s being adequately 
fed in the mother’s absence. 

ADVERTISING INFANT 
FORMULA. 

The greatest controversy 
surrounds measures to deal 
with the aggressive 
marketing tactics of infant 
formula companies. 

Critics have argued that it 
is unethical to promote 


unaffordable products in 
countries with poor hygiene, 
where the inevitable result is 
overdiluted and con- 
taminated feedings and a 
high risk of marasmu, 
diarrhea and death. 

The formula companies 
have responded that their 
marketing is aimed at the 
well-to-do and at women who 
must work and those whose 
milk is insufficient. But, in 
fact, advertising through 
mass media, such as radio, 
is not selective in its 
audience. 

Concerned groups in the 
United States have mobilized 
public opinion. Their efforts 
have resulted in some 
consumers boycotting a 
major manufacturer and 
promoter of infant formula, 
and prompted Senate 
hearings. in may 1979. 

A few months later, a 
meeting of the World Health 
Organization (WHO) 
recommended that WHO and 
UNICEF prepare a Code of 
Marketing of Breast Milk 
Substitutes that would serve 
as a guideline to govern- 
ments wishing to. prevent 
unethical marketing of 
formulas. 

A code seemingly ac- 
ceptable to the infant food 
industry was finally drafted 
after more than a year of 
negotiations. 

Among other recom- 
mendations, it called for 


banning direct advertising of 
infant formula to populations 
where it could not be used 
adequately, and for 
eliminating the distribution 
of free samples to new 
mothers. 

But at the last moment, the 
infant food companies 
changed their position and 
opposed the code. 

When the World Health 
Assembly voted on the code 
in May 1981, the U.S. cast the 
sole negative vote. 

‘That this was contrary to 
expert health opinion in the 
U:S. government is indicated 
by the resignation of two top 
officials in the Agency for 
International Development. 

That the vote did not 
represent national views is 
demonstrated by resolutions 
protesting it which passed 
Congress 301 to 100-and the 
Senate 98 to 2. 

Thus, public opinion 
clearly recognized that only 
through a multi-pronged 
program that includes the 
control] of inappropriate 
marketing practices can we 
hope to reverse the decline in 
breast-feeding and to save 
millions of children from 
debilitating disease and 
death.

Recession worse than in 
other states, Burris says

As bad a the national 
economy was during the last 
Illinois fiscal year, our state 
suffered far worse. 

A comparison of basic 
economic benchmarks 
between F'Y 1981 and F'Y 1982 
shows clearly and painfully 
the stress on the Illinois 
economy. 

As FY 1981 ended, the 7.9 
percent Illinois jobless rate 
was .5 percent above the U.S. 
average. But the Illinois rate 
climbed 3.4 percent in FY 
1982 to 11.3 percent in June 
and then rose another full 
point in July 1982 to 12.3 
percent. 

Non-agricultural jobs in 
Illinois decreased about 
200,000 or 3.4 percent: bet- 
ween June 1981 and June 
1982. Nationally, the decline 
was only 1.4 percent. 

During the same period, 
manufacturing employment 
dropped 6.7 _ percent 
nationally but plummeted 
10.5 percent in Illinois. 


Looking at home con- 
struction in the first 11 
months of fiscal 1982, U.S. 
housing starts were down 
33.5 percent from the 
previous year, but in Illinois 
the figure skidded to a 53.3 
percent dropoff in the same 
period. 

There was this faintly 
bright spot; Retail sales in 
both Illinois and the rest of 
the nation grew, although 
more slowly than the 7.1 
percent inflation rate. 

Through the end of May 
1982, Illinois retail sales (not 
adjusted for inflation) were 
6.1 ppreent higher than the 
previous year’s sales, while 
the U.S. sales gain was 5.4 
percent. 

‘All of the figures, boiled 
down, indicate that the 
Federal Reserve, whose job 
it was to bring inflation 
down, was successful. ‘But 
the federal fiscal policy, 
which was intended to 
stimulate the economy with 
tax cuts, had, as of June 30, 
failed.

im Madison and the human 
neighbors do not appreciate 
the company. 

After. receiving telephone 
calls from neighbors last 
week, the Press-Record went 
to the house and took 
photographs. Coincidentally; 
the structure was brought up 
at Tuesday’s- Madison 
council meeting by Building 
Inspector John Dutko. 

It is difficult to. pinpoint 
when the assorted creatures 
thoved into the dilapidated 
two-story house, but. they 
have had plenty of time to 
settle in, because the house 
has been vacant for about 25 
years. 

Unfortunately, the tiny 


residents cannot maintain 
the house and. perhaps 
disliking its looks as much as 
the complaining humans, the 
little fellows have started to 
move .into neighboring 
homes. 

The result of living near 
the eyesore is that insurance 
companies are refusing to 
write homeowner policies to 
neighboring residents. 

Vasil Graville, Madison 
city health officer, yesterday 
placed a notice on the side of 
the-house with the hope that 
Anthony Podnar, the owner 
who lives next door, would 
see the health notice and call 
city officials. 

The city. has tried various 
methods to get Podnar, who 
uses the vacant house for 
storage, to have it torn down

He said 
he fears that children will 
get into the structure, If a 
fire were started, he said it 
would burn down not only the 
vacant house, but also neigh- 
bor’s homes. 

It is Graville’s hope that 
the health notice will elicit a 
response from Podnar 

The ordinance says that 
“it is the duty of every 
owner, agent, or occupant,” 
of any building — homes, 
restaurants, etc. — to keep 
the building in ‘‘good order 
and repair.’’ Those in 
violation of the ordinance 
face a fine of not less than $5 
and not more than $200. 

In Podnar’s case, there is 
the possibility of several 
offenses, officials contend 
The condition of the house 
itself is considered one of- 
fense, Graville said. The 


back yard is full of rubbish, 
which allegedly is another 
offense. The critters who

Edgar proposes stricter penalties 
on teen speeders, not raising age 


Illinois Secretary of State 
Jim Edgar reaffirmed his 
opposition to raising the 
driving age Monday and 
offered as an alternative a 
provisional licensing concept 
he has been working on with 
the Motor Vehicle Laws 
Commission. 

During a Springfield news 
conference, Edgar also 
reaffirmed his opposition to 
elimination of the state’s 
driver education mandate. 

“Raising the driving age to 
17 or 18 discriminates 
against responsible, mature 
young drivers who need to 
drive to school or to work. 
We shouldn’t punish all 
young drivers for the actions 
of’ the minority, we should 
zero in on the irresponsible, 
immature drivers, which is 
what provisional licensing is 
designed to do.” 3 

Sixteen and 17 year-olds 
would receive a three-month 
suspension for their first less 
serious traffie conviction, 
such as speeding. 

For repeat offenders with 
second and subsequent of- 
fenses, those under 18 would

year of the first. 

For more serious traffic 
offenses, such as drunk 
driving, drag racing and 
reckless homicide, drivers 
age 16 and 17 would receive a 
one year revocation, as the 
present law provides. 

Currently, all drivers 
convicted of three traffic 
violations in a 12-month 
period receive from two to 
six month suspensions, 
depending upon the severity 
of the violations. 

On the subject of driver 
education, .Edgar says he 
remains firmly opposed to 
eliminating state support for 
the program. 

“Tt is. self-defeating to 
raise the driving age to 17 
and eliminate driver 
education, as some have 
suggested,'’ Edgar said 
“Driver education gives 
young drivers the necessary 
skills and effectively ad- 
dresses the educational 
aspect of driving, but there is 


nothing in the law currently 
aimed at the behavioral 
aspect of driving for young 
people. 

“That is where the real 
problem is and what the 
provisional licensing concept 
I am proposing today ad- 
dresses. Most young persons 
aren’t involved in accidents 
because they didn’t know the 
rules of the road or how to 
properly operate a motor 
vehicle. Most accidents 
involving young drivers are 
the result of such things as 
speeding or drinking, where 
unusual behavior is the 
cause, and not. a lack of 
knowledge or skill. 

“‘Tasked the Motor Vehicle 
Laws Commission to study 
the concept. of provisional 
licensing early last spring, 
We still have to work out 
details and language, but 
they believe, as I do, that itis 
a viable alternative to 
raising the driving age and 
that it will effectively ad- 
dress the behavioral aspect 
of young drivers.” Edgar 
said.

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The. FBI's 10-day barrier of silence concerning the 
abduction of Dr. Hector Zevallos and his wife, Rosalie 
Jean, was ¢racked at Monday's press conferences 
when composite drawings of three men and in- 
formation about the site of captivity were released. 

Little else was confirmed or released by the FBI, 
which claimed, without explanation, that additional 
public information could hamper the investigation. 

‘Agents would not confirm if the couple was blind- 
folded, handcuffed or threatened. They refused com- 
ment on reported demands that Zevallos renounce 
abortion and close the Hope Clinic. The entire scenario 
will not come out unless the case comes to court, agen- 
ts said, 

Rather than rely on FBI sources, the media has tur- 
ned to interviewing anyone remotely associated with 
the Zevalloses. At least one reporter approached the 
doctor and upset him near a hypnotherapist’s office. 


We applaud Ilinois Secretary of State Jim Edgar's 
effort to keep the minimum driving age where it is, but 
to bring serious penalties to bear on young drivers con- 
victed of moving violations.

Alive, well and still fiendish 


In case you had not heard, the Argentine invasion of 
the Falklands was masterminded by Adolf Hitler, who 
is alive, a still-ranting 93, and living in Buenos Aires.

It is a fast-expanding legal 
field—one that has prompted many to wonder whether 
there might be a better way than this for victims to be 
paid for their losses, and for firms to be held ac- 
countable for the safety of their products and work- 
places. 

Manville’s tactic—using law innovatively to counter 
the innovative way law has been used against it—‘ma: 
well prove to be the dramatic event needed to call at- 
tention to the waste and injustice in the legal system’s 
failure to deal with product liability in an orderly man- 
ner,’’ the Wall Street Journal said this week.

Toxic torts testing local courts 


“In the hands of modern lawyers, judges and juries, 
the old English Common Law concept of tor- 
ts—wrongful acts that entitle the victim to 
damages—has been stood on its head. A wrong may 
consist of nothing more than fulfilling a government 
contract years ago to protect seamen from shipboard 
fires, using a material later found to pose health risks 
to the people who installed it 

“Firms have not always been as careful as they 
should be about work hazards. Damage suits along 
with union pressures, safety legislation, workmen’s 
compensation claims and increased medical un- 
derstanding of occupational perils all have combined 
to raise. the corporate consciousness. 

“We certainly are not inclined to argue for the 
abolition of tort law, but the Manville case illuminates 
serious problems. Lawyers have made product 
liability a happy hunting ground for fees and often fare 
better financially than the victims they represent.” 

Several lawyers in this region are said to regularly 
approach or exceed $1 million in yearly earnings. In 
view of this, and Madison Countyans’ national 
reputation as generous jurors, the debate over how 
best to fairly compensate product victims deserves 
this community’s full attention and part:

Judge Paul Komada, from 
the Fifth Judicial District, 
this week took under ad- 
visement a motion for an 
outside judge to hear the 
theft and forgery case 
against attorney Ben Urban 
of Collinsville. 

Komada said he would try, 
to rule on Urban’s motion 
within seven days, but that it 
might take longer. 

“There is not a_ single 
judge in the Third Judicial, 
Circuit, in my opinion, who! 
would not have some 
predisposed judgment that 
could be detrimental to my 
case,” Urban told Komada 
during a hearing on the 
motion Monday afternoon in: 
the Edwardsville cour- 
thouse. 

Urban, 42, was indicted by 
a Madison County grand jury 
July 8 on eight counts of theft 
and one count of forgery for 
allegedly falsifying court 
documents to dismiss state 
fines for overweight trucks 
at the Collinsville weighing 
station. 

Urban and his attorney, 
Marvin Goldenhersh of 
Belleville, said the judges in 
Madison County are only 
human and are bound to 
haye been. swayed by ex- 
tensive pretrial publicity and 
“the courthouse grapevine.”’ 

Goldenhersh said there 
was no way the most honest, 
dédicated person wasn’t 
going to be influenced by the 
information that was known 
about the case. 

He said the Urban case 
was a “prime topic of con- 
versation” for a long period 
of time and that a great deal 
of talk took place in the 
Madison County Courthouse. 
The talk was, in so many 
words, ‘‘that there was no 
defense for this guy,” he 
said. 

Goldenhersh said he did 
not think there was any way 
to separate judges from 
other persons along ‘the 
grapevine. ‘‘Since my name 
has been in the paper with 
this case, I’ve had numerous 
people approach me and say, 
“This is a cinch; they got this 
guy cold turkey’,”’ 
Goldenhersh said. 

He said there has been 
“immense and over- 
whelming” information in 
area newspapers. The. in- 
formation has been treated 
as fact, with no opportunity 
for any cross-examination of 
the newspapers, he added. 

From the witness stand, 
Urban cited his reasons for 
believing a judge from 
outside Madison and Bond 
counties should hear his 
case: 

Associate Judge P. J. 
O'Neill, Associate Judge 
Clayton Williams and Chief 
Judge Joseph Barr had been 
involved in an independent 
investigation of the state 
bond money and dismissals;

Madison County Assistant 
State’s Attorney Bob Trone, 
who sought to have the 
motion for an outside judge 
denied, said the motion was 
“a blanket attempt to bar 
every judge in the county 
from hearing the case on the, 
basis of pretrial publicity.” 
He called the defense 
argument “ridiculous.” 

Goldenhersh said case law 
supports his contention that 
it is taboo for a judge to 
obtain information about a 
case outside the courtroom. 

Komada, noting the 


famous Gacy and Hinckley 
cases, said he imagined that 
every judge in the country 
saw what happeded before 
those cases came to trial. 

Komada said the Urban 
case is unusual not only 
because it involves an at- 
torney as the defendant, but 
also because the court 
system itself appears to have 
been injected into the case. 

Urban also has filed a 
motion for a- change of 
venue.

There are piles of statis- 
tics to show that it pays to 
protect your home against 
the rising tide of residen- 
tial burglaries because, as 
Hair says, “your chances of 
being a burglary victim 
are very good and getting 
better. But no one does 
anything until it is too 
late.” 

Hair suggested barriers 
that will slow down or 
discourage thieves as a 
common sense approach to 
home security. “Not every- 
one can afford a compli- 
cated, expensive electronic 
system,” said Hair in an in- 
terview. Then he quoted an 
old saying — “Let no one 
be ‘a thief with me as a 
helper.” 

Hair said there are five 
basic barriers: “Delay time 
is important — every sec- 
ond you delay him helps 
your chances.” 


— Physical — locks, 
fences. 

— Animal — dogs. 

— Energy — lights, 
alarms, telephone. 

— Natural barrier — a 
house on a mountain top. 

— Human — a security 
guard. 

But Hair called the tele- 
phone the first line of de- 
fense. “Don’t try to be. a 
hero,” Hair repeated. Pick 
up the telephone and call 
the police or sheriff. Don't 
waste any time trying to 
figure out how to arrest the 
suspect or frighten him off. 
Call for help by the profes- 
sionals. 

“The criminals are mak- 
ing prisoners ont of us be- 
cause we refuse to pick up 
the telephone and report 
suspicious circumstances,” 
Hair said. ‘ 

The former inspector 
said the “Neighborhood 
Watch” has become one of 
the most successful crime 
deterrents in the last few 
years. “And the whole pro- 
gram is observing what’s 
going on in your neighbor- 
hood and then using the 
telephone to call the au- 
thorities.

As of July 1, 1976, no 
bunting licenses were issued 
to any person under 16 years

The Park District will offer 
a course for fathers and sons 
in wildlife management, 
firearms safety, first aid, 
hunter ethics, and survival 
techniques. Illinois law 
requires certification for all 
persons under age 16. 

Sessoins will be Monday 
evenings, Sept. 20, Sept. 27 
and Oct. 4 at the Harold 
Brown Recreation Center 
from 6 to 9 p.m. The classes 
will be taught by Lee Reed. 
It is compulsory that persons 
must attend each session’ in 
order to qualify for a’ com- 
pleted course. All boys must 
be accompanied by an adult. 

Participants must enroll at 
the Park Office. Classes will 
be limited to 30. Those 
passing the course will be 
awarded a certificate. 
Registration begins Wed- 
nesday, Aug. 25.

Brian Baschnagel 
can do the job 


LAKE FOREST = His 
first uniform umber was 
47. He was going to be a 
cornerback, return a few 
kicks, be a general all-pur- 
pose player. 

That’s mostly what 
Brian Baschnagel had done 
at Ohio State, a little bit of 
everything. He was what 
Woody Hayes called a 
wing-back, which meant he 
caught a few passes — and 
there were very few passes 
to catch in those days at 
OSU — ran the ball a little, 
blocked, threw an option 
pass or two, held for field 
goals and extra points and 
ran back kicks. 

The Bears drafted him 
as an athlete on the third 
round of the 1976 draft. He 
didn’t make it through 
training camp as a corner- 
back. He was switched to 
wide receiver, and in six 
NFL seasons he has caught 
111 passes — he’s No. 17 on 
the Bears’ all-time list of 
receivers — for 1,707 yards 
— 15th in Chicago history 
— and seven touchdowns. 

He also has returned 86 
kickoffs for 2,060 (24.0 per 
return) and one touchdown, 
six punts for 58 yards, has 
held on field goals and 
extra points and done just 
everything three Bears’ 
coaches have asked of him. 
Need another statistic? 
Last year Baschnagel had 
nine unassisted tackles and 
eight assists on special 
teams. 


“I enjoy doing a number 
of different things for two 
reasons,” Baschnagel said 
with a laugh. “First of all ... 
let’s fact it, the more you 
can do, the more you're 
willing to do, the more op- 
portunities there are to 
contribute. 

“J enjoy doing it. I enjoy 
being a contributor in 
whatever way I can. I 
enjoy covering punts, mak- 
ing the tackle on the punt 


team. I enjoy making a 
good block. I enjoy holding 
for extra points and field 
goals because it’s challen- 
ing.” 

“T know that during the 
game I’ve got to keep my 
head in the game, whether 
the defense is out there or 
the offense or the punt 
team or the extra point 
team. Whatever team is 
out there, I’ve got to have 
my head in the game be- 
cause I never know when 
my name’s gonna be 
called.” 

Obviously, the Bears 
aren’t dealing with a men- 
tal midget here. Baschna- 
gel was a two-time aca- 
demic All-America in col- 
lege. He was a Rhodes 
Scholar candidate and is 
working on a post-graduate 
degree in accounting at 
Ohio State, hoping some- 
day to become an accoun- 
tant. 

But can’t a football play- 
er get branded as a utility 
player, much like a base- 
ball player can pick up the 
reputation as a utility in- 
fielder or short reliever? 

“I don’t think so,” Basch- 
nagel said, again laughing.

in case he possibly could 
get hurt. They are physical 
teams. It’s kind of a I 
don’t know what the proper 
word is ... bonsai, that’s a 
good word.

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Schools convinced — 


— budget must be cut

“Discussion of the 1982-83 
tentative budget” highlights 
the agenda prepared for a 
special meeting of the 
Granite City Board of 
Education at 7 p.m. Sept. 14 

.and it could be a long, 
detailed and difficult review. 

Revision. of the annual 
school budget has usually 
meant an increase between 
the time of the tentative 
approval and final action a 
month later, The boosts in 
various allocations have 
reflected the impact of new 
employee salary and benefit 
agreements. 

This year, with the second 
half of two-year employee 
pacts already taken into 
account, the revisions from 
tentative to final are likely to 
be downward. 

School officials were jolted 
‘Aug. 24 when they realized 
they are not only borrowing 
the limit of $5,967,000 against 
their current levies but also 
will have to issue up to 
$1,700,000 in second-year tax 
anticipation warrants, a 
total of $7,667,000 in loans 

The ‘immensity of these 
figures is believed to have 
convinced board’ members 
and’ administrators that 
spending must be cut back in 
some fashion—soon, and 
perhaps to a drastic degree. 

The district already is 
locked into commitments for 
most employee, supply and 
utility costs. But, despite 
this, a’ serious effort will be 
made ‘to trim parts of the 
$29,924,019 appropriation 
before it is adopted Sept. 28. 

And’ an even sharper 
scalpel seems likely to be 
wielded at the end of the 
current school year, af- 
fecting the 1983-84 in- 
structional program. 

Public hearings will be 
held Sept. 7 on proposed new 
school tax levies and Sept. 28 
on the budget. 

Any significant changes in 
financial planning for the 
July 1982-June 1983 fiscal 
year are likely to stem from 
the board's Sept 14 budget 
study. The ’83-84 outlook then 
will be explored in. detail 
during the fall months. 

In its tentative form, the 
big financial document 
okayed tentatively last week 
provides $25,930,424 for the 
education fund, $2,748,221 
more than the $23,182,203 
actually spent in 1981-82 

It lists $1,975,200 for the 
\building fund, which is more 
fully titled the operations, 
building and maintenance 
fund, With $1,494,727 spent in 
the year just ended, that 
would be a rise of $480,473. 

Pupil transportation is 
budgeted at $1,306,400, up 
$118,808 from the $1,187,592 
expenditures in 1981-82. 

And the municipal 
retirement fund’s tentative 
appropriation is $711,995, up 
$64,620 from the $647,375 
spent last year. 

The $29,924,019 total is 
$3,412,122 more than the past 
year’s expenditures of 
$26,511,897, which compared 
‘with $25,622,272 actually 
spent in 1980-81. 
| In ‘September 1981, the 
school district projected 
borrowing of $3 million to 
$3.8 million in enacting a 
$27,739,266 budget for 1981-82 
that was up $1,717,060 from 
the. 1980-81 budget of 
$26,022,206; the '80-81 budget 
figure had represented a rise 
of $1,744,034 above the 1979- 
80 budget of $24,278,172. 

A breakdown of the new 
tentative budget of 
|$29,924,019 shows that 
$17,468,559 or 58.33 percent is 
lfor instructional costs 
($12,054,815 regular 
programs, $2,140,287 special 
programs, $1,939,205 
vocational programs, 
$1,289,947 interscholastic and

A total of $11,828,810 or 
39.53 percent is for support 
services ($1,284,067 pupils, 
$502,678 instructional staff,

The remainder of the new 
expense budget covers:

budget. 

With $8,238,480 levied in 
real estate taxes in the 1981

uipped, and is intended to 
te Maer for and is main- 
faint or operated for the 
transportation of : patients 
with ill-health conditions, 
except. any such motor 
vehicle, aircraft or water- 
craft, owned by, or operated 
under the direct control of, 
the “United States. Motor 
vehicles used as ambulances 
shal], conform to the 
recommendations of 
Ambulance Design Criteria 
of the National Highway 
Traffic Safety 
Administration and the rules 
promulgated by the 
Department of Public 
‘Health, State of Mlinois. 

(b)..!"Emergency Medical 
Technhician’' means a person 
who) has successfully 
completed a course of in- 
Struction in basic life support 
services as required and is 
currently certified by the 
Department of Public 
Health, State of Illinois, in 
‘accordance with the stan- 
dards prescribed by the 
Emergency Medical Ser- 
vices Systems Act, Illinois 
Revised Statues. 

(c) “Emergency Medical 
Technician-Paramedi- 
¢’’means a person who has 
successfully completed a 
Department of Public 
Health, State of Illinois, 
approved course of in- 
struction in Advanced Life 
Support-Mobile Intensive 
CGare,, Services and is 
currently certified by said 
Department according to the 
Standards prescribed in the 
Emergency Medical Ser- 
vices Systems, Act, Illinois 
Revised Statutes. 

(d),.“‘Attendant"’ means a 
trained and-or qualified 
individual responsible for 
the operation of an am- 
bulange,and the care of the 
patients whether or not the 
attendant also serves as 
drives at times. 

fe), ““Altendant-Driver”’ 
theans'a person who is 
qualified as an attendant and 
is a (person who drives or 
pilots. an ambulance. 

(f) {Health officer’? means 
the Fire Chief of the City of 
Granite City or another 
designated official of 
City. 

(g),, "License offiéer’’ 
means the City Clerk of the 
City of Granite City. 

¢h)"Patient”’ means an 
indiyidual who is sick, in- 
jured, wounded, or otherwise 
incapacitated or helpless. 

Gi), “Person” means any 
{ndividual, firm, — part- 
nership, association, cor- 
poration, company, group of 
individuals acting together 
for a common purpose or 
organization of any kind, 
including any governmental 
agency other than the United 
States. 

SECTION 2 — LICENSE 
REQUIRED: 

““(a) No person, either as 
Owner, agent or otherwise, 
shall’~furnish, operate, 
conduct, maintain, ad- 
vertise, or otherwise be 
@ngaged in or profess to be 
engaged in the business or 
service of the transportation 
of patients, whether picking 
Up ator delivery to a location 
within the corporate limits of 
the City of Granite City, upon 
the ‘str¢ets, alleys, or any 
public way or place of City of 
Granite City unless he holds 
a valid license from an 
ambilance, issued pursuant 
to.this Ordinance. An am- 
balance operated by an 
Agency of the United States, 
or an ambulance owned and 
Operated by a municipal 
corporation and staffed with 
municipal employees shall 


the 


not be required to be licensed 
hereunder. 

(b) No ambulance shall be 
operated for emergency 
ambulance purposes, and no 
individual shall drive, attend 
or permit it to be operated 
for such purposes on the 
streets, alleys, or any public 
way or place of the City of 
Granite City unless it shall 
be under the immediate 
supervision and direction of 
a person who is holding a 
currently valid license as an 
attendant-driver or at- 
tendant. 

(ce) Provided, however, 
that no such licenses shall be 
required for an ambulance 
or for the driver, attendant 
or attendant-driver of an 
ambulance, which is ren- 
dering assistnace to licensed 
ambulances in the case of a 
major catastrophe or 
emergency with which the 
licensed ambulances of the 
City of Granite City are 
insufficient or unable to 
cope 

SECTION 3 — AP- 
PLICATION FOR AM- 
BULANCE _ LICENSE: 
Applications for ambulance 
licenses hereunder shall be 
made upon such forms as 
may be prepared or 
prescribed by the License 
Officer and shall contain: 

(a) The name and address 
of the applicant and of the 
owner of the ambulance. 

(b) The trade or other 
fictituious name, if any, 
under which the applicant 
does business and proposes 
to do business. 

(c) The training and ex- 
perience of the applicant in 
the transportation and care 
of patients. 

(ad) A description of each 
ambulance to be used by the 
Applicant, including the 
make, model, year of 
manufacture, motor and 
chassis number; current 
state or Federal Aviation 
Agency license number; the 
length of time the ambulance 
has been in use; and the 
color scheme, | insignia, 
name, monogram or other 
distinguishing _characteri- 
sties to be used to designate 
applicant’s ambulance 

(e) The location and 
description of the place or 
places from which it is in- 
tended to operate. 

(f) Such other information 
as the License Officer shall 
deem reasonably necessary 
to a fair determination of 
compliance with this 
Ordinance. 

(g) An accompanying 
license fee of $500.00 

SECTION 4 — STAN- 
DARDS FOR AMUBLANCE 
LICENSE: 

(a) Each ambulance shall, 
at all times when in use as 
such, 

i) be suitable for the 
transportation of patients 
from the standpoint of 
health, sanitation and 
safety and be maintained 
in suitable premises; 

ii) be staffed by at least 
two trained attendants, 
one of whom may be the 
driver; further, any 
ambulance used for 
emergency purpéses shall 
be staffed with at least 
one Emergency Medical 
Technician who shall not 
be a driver; 

iii) contain equipment 
conforming with the 
standards, requirements 
and regulations provided 
for herein, and provided 
for in the Emergency 
Medical Services Systems 
Act, Illinois Revised 
Statutes, including two- 
way communications and 
“Opticon’? equipment 
conforming with the City 
Opticon System when 
exercising the privileges 
of Section 14, . which 
equipment shall be in 
proper and good condition 
for such use; 

iv) currently comply 
with all applicable laws 
and -local ordinances 
relating to health, 
sanitation and safety; 

v) be equipped with 
such lights, sirens and 
special markings to 
deisgnate it as an am- 
bulance as may be 
prescribed in reasonable 
regulations promulgated 
by the License Officer; 
and 

vi) "be equipped with 
approved active 
restraints for the driver, a 
passenger in the front seat 
if such seat is provided 
and for patients, 
Emergency Medical 
Technician(s), | Emerg- 
ency Medical Technician- 
Paramedic(s) and at- 
tendant(s) in the patient 
compartment. 

(b) Any change of 
ownership of a licensed 
ambulance shall terminate 
the license-and shall require 
a new application and a new 
license and conformance 
with all the requirements of 
this Ordinance as upon 
original licensing. 

(e) Application for tran- 
sfer of any ambulance 


license to akother or sub- 
stitute vehicle‘shall require 
conformance with all the 
requirements’ of this 
Ordinance as upon original 
licensing. No ambulance 
license may be sold, 
assigned, mortgaged or 
otherwise transferred 
without the approval of the 
License Officer and a finding 
of conformance with all the 
requirements of this 
Ordinance as upon original 
licensing. 

(d) Each licensed am- 
bulance, its equipment and 
the premises designated in 
the application and all 
records relating to its 
maintenance and operation 
as such, shall be open to 
inspection by the Health 
Officer or his designated 
representatives during usual 
hours of operation. 

(e) No official entry made 
upon a license may be 
defaced, removed or 
obligated. 

SECTION 5 — STAN- 
DARDS FOR AMBULANCE 
LICENSE — Liability 
Insurance: 

(a) No ambulance licenese 
shall be issued under this 
Ordinance, nor shall sueh 
license be valid after 
issuance, nor shall any 
ambulance be operated in 
City of Granite City unless 
there is at all times in force 
and effect insurance 
coverage with a minimum 
policy limitation of 
$360,000.00 per occurrence, 
issued by an insurance 
company licensed to do 
business in the State of 
Illinois, for each and every 
ambulance owned and-or 
operated by or for the ap- 
plicant or licensee, providing 
for the payment of damages: 

i) for injury to or death 
of individuals in accidents 
resulting from any cause 
for which the owner of 
said vehicle would be 
liable on account of 
liability imposed on him 
by law, regardless of 
whether the ambulance 
was being driven by the 
owner or his agent, and 

ii) for the loss of or 
damage to the property of 
another, including per- 
sonal property, under like 
circumstances. 

(b) Said insurance policies 
shall be submitted to the 
License Officer for approval 


* prior to the issuance of each 


ambulance _ license. 
Satisfactory evidence that 
such insurance is at all times 
in force and effect shall be 
furnished to the License 
Officer, in such form as he 
may specify, by all licensees 
required to provide such 
insurance under the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 

(c) Every insurance policy 
required hereunder shall 
contain a provision for a 
continuing liability 
thereunder to the full 
amount thereof, not- 
withstanding any recovery 
thereon, that the liability of 
the insurer shall not be af- 
fected by the insolyency ‘or 
the bankruptcy of the 
assured, and that until the 
policy is revoked the in- 
surance company will not be 
relieved from liability on 
account of non-payment of 
premium, failure to renew 
license at the end’of the year, 
or any act or omission of the 
named assured. Such policy 
of insurance shall be further 
conditioned for the payment 
of any judgments up to the 
limits of said policy, 
recovered against any 
person other than the owner, 
his agent or employee, who 
may operate the same with 
the consent or acquiescene of 
the owner, 

(d) Every insurance policy 
required hereunder shail 
extend for the period to be 
covered by the license ap- 
plied for andthe insurer 
shall be obliged to give not 
less than thirty (30) days 
written notice to the License 
Officer and to the assured 
before any cancellation or 
termination thereof earlier 
than its expiration date and 
the cancellation or other 
termination of: any such 
policy shall automatically 
revoke and terminate the 
licenses issued for the 
ambulances covered by such 
policy, unless another in- 
surance policy complying 
with the provisions of this 
section shall be provided and 
be in effect at the time of 
such cancellation or ter- 
mination. 

(e) Every) Emergency 
Medical Technician, 
Emergency Medical 
Technician-Paramedic, 
Attendant or Attendant- 
Delve® employed by the 
licensee hereunder must be 
personally insured against 
acts of malpractice or 
negligence against patients 
and must provide proof of 
insurance to the License 
Officer prior to his service 
with said licensee. 

SECTION 6 — DUTIES OF 
LICENSE OFFICER: 

(a) The License Officer 


shall, within fourteen (14) 
days after receipt of an 
application for an am- 
bulance license as provided 
for herein, cause such in- 
vestigation as he deems 
necessary to be made of the 
applicant and of his proposed 
operations. 

(b) The License Officer 
shall issue a_ license 
hereunder for a_ specified 
ambulance, to be valid for a 
period of one (1) year unless 
earlier suspended, revoked 
or terminated, when he 
finds: 

i) That the 
convenience and 
necessity require the 

proposed ambulance 
service. 

ii) That 


public 


each such 
ambulance, its required 
equipment and the 
premises designated in 
the application, has been 
certified by the Depart- 
ment of Public Health, 

State of Illinois, as 

prescribed in the 

Emergency Medical 

Services Systems Act, 

Illinois Revised Statutes, 
and a copy of ‘said cer- 

tification is presented 
upon application herein, 
and by the Health Officer 

as provided for herein; 

iii) That the applicant is 
a responsible and proper 

person to conduct or work 
in the proposed business; 

iv) That only duly 
licensed and certified 
Emergency Medical 
Technicians, Emergency 
Medical Technicians- 
Paramedics, Attendants 
and Attendant-Drivers are 
employed in such 
capacities; 

v) That all the 
requirements of this 
Ordinance and all other 
applicable laws and or- 
dinances have been met. 
SECTION 7 — DUTIES OF 

HEALTH OFFICER: 

(a) Prior to the issuance of 
any ambulance license 
hereunder, the , Health 
Officer shall cause to be 
inspected the vehicles, 
equipment and premises 
designated in each ap- 
plication hereunder, and 
shall certify his approval in a 
written report to the License 
Officer’ when he finds 
compliance with the stan- 
dards prescribed in Section 
4(a) and in Section 8 of this 
Ordinance, and with the 
regulations promulgated 
under such sections; 
provided, however, that 
under the terms of this 
Ordinance the Health Officer 
shall have no responsibility; 
and shall exercise no 
authority, in connection with 
laws and ordinances of 
general applicability which 
deal with motor vehicle 
inspection. 

(b) Subsequent to issuance 
of an ambulance license 
hereunder, the Health 
Officer shall cause to be 
inspected each such licensed 
vehicle, and its equipment 
and premises, whenever the 
deems such inspection, to be 
necessary but in any event 
no less frequently than twice 
each year, and shall 
promptly report his findings 
in a written report to the 
License Officer. The periodic 
inspection required 
hereunder shall be in ad- 
dition to any other safety or 
motor vehicle inspection 
required to be made for 
ambulances required to be 
made, under general law or 
ordinances, and shall not 
excuse compliance with any 
requirement of law or or- 
dinance to display an official 
certificate of motor vehicle 
inspection and approval nor 
excuse compliance with the 
requirements of any other 
applicable general law or 
ordinance. 

(ce) A copy of each initial, 
semi-annual or other am- 
bulance, : equipment and 
premises inspection report 
submitted by the Health 
Officer to the License Officer 
under the provisions of this 
section shall be promptly 
transmitted to the applicant 
or licensee to whom it refers 

SECTION 8 — STAN- 
DARDS FOR AMBULANCE 
EQUIPMENT: 

(a) Required equipment in 
each ambulance in use as 
such shall include, prior to 
August 17, 1894, (unless a 
fully equipped rescue vehicle 
accompanies an ambulance 
on every accident call) 
equipment adequate for light 
rescue, protected ex- 
trication, two-way radio 
communications and 
emergency care including: 
assisted respiration, 

“providing oxygen, con- 
trolling hemorrhage, 
splinting fractures, dressing 
of wounds, assisting in 
emergency childbirth, 
management of mentally 
deranged and monitoring 
blood pressure, pulse and 
respiration rates for all ages 
including newborns, infants 
and children. 

(b) That subsequent to 
August 17, 1984, any am- 


bulance or ambulance 
service licensed under the 
provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be required to equip 
each emergency ambulance 
for advance Life Support- 
Mobile Intensive Care as 
defined in Section 4.01 of the 
emergency Medical Services 
Systems Act, Illinois 
Revised Statutes (1980). 
Further, that no ambulance 
or ambulance service 
licensed hereunder shall be 
allowed to provide 
emergency care without a 
duly trained and certified 
Emergency Medical 
Technician-Paramedic _ st- 
affed on each ambulance 
providing such care. 

(ec) That ‘‘Opticon” 
equipment which conforms 
to the requirements of the 
City of Granite City Opticon 
system must be installed on 
all ambulances providing 
emergency care and all 
ambulances or ambulance 
services which exercise the 
privileges set forth in Section 
14 herein. 

(d) The Health Officer is 
authorized and directed to 
promulgate regulations to 
implement the standards 
provided herein as to 
required equipment in 
ambulances, and he may 
require that any reports, 
inspections and cer- 
lifications regarding am- 
bulance equipment per- 
formed by the State of 
Illinois or its agencies to 
licensees hereunder be 
produced for inspection and 
review. 

SECTION 3 — _ AP- 
PLICATIONS FOR 
DRIVERS, ATTENDANTS 
AND ATTENDANT-DRI- 
VERS LICENSE: 

Applications for drivers, 
attendants and attendant- 
drivers licenses hereunder 
shall be made upon such 
forms as may be prepared or 
prescribed by the License 
Officer and shall contain: 

(a) The applicant's full 
name, current residence, 
places of residence for five 
(5) years previous to moving 
to his present address, and 
length of time he has resided 
at this present address. 

(b) The applicant’s age, 
marital status, height, color 
of eyes and hair. 

(c) Whether he has ever 
been convicted of a felony or 
miisdemenor, and if so, when 
and where and for what 
cause. 

(d) The applicant's 
training and experience in 
the transportation and care 
of patients of all ages, “in- 
cluding newborns, infants 
and children, and whether he 
has previously been licensed 
as a driver, chauffeur, at- 
tendant or attendant-driver, 
and if so, when and where, 
and whether his license has 
ever been revoked or 
suspended in any jurisdic- 
tion and for what cause. 

(e) Affidavits of good 
character from two 
reputable citizens of the 
United States who have 
personally known’ such 
applicant and observed his 
conduct during five (5) years 
next preceding the state of 
his application. 

(f) Two recent 
photographs of the ap- 
plicant, of a size designated 
by the License Officer, one of 
which shall be attached by 
the License Officer to the 
License.

EDICS LICENSES: 

(a) The License Officer 
shall, within a reasonable 
time after receipt of an 
application as provided for 
herein, cause such in- 
vestigation as he deems 
necessary to be made of the 
applicant for a drivers, 
attendants, _attendant-dri- 
vers, Emergency Medical 
Technicians or Emergency 
Medical Technicians-Par- 
amedics emergency am- 
bulance license. 

(b) The License Officer 
shall issue an emergency 
ambulance license to a

or terminated, when he finds 
that the applicant 

i) is not addicted to the 
use of intoxicating liquors 
or other drugs as applied 


.by the Bureau of Nar- 
cotics and Dangerous 
Drugs (BNDD) and is 
morally fit for the 
position; 

ii) is able to speak, read 
and write the English 
language; 

iii) has been found by a 
duly licensed physician of 
the applicant's choosing 
and at applicant’s ex- 
pense upon examinaiton 
attested to be of sound 
physique, possessing 
eyesight in one eye of 20-20 
vision, and the other or 
worse eye can be 
corrected to at least 20-40 
vision, and free of 
physical defects or 
diseases which might 
impair the ability to drive 
or attend an ambulance; 
and 

iv) for each applicant 
for Emergency Medical 
Technician, Emergency 
Medical Technician-- 
Paramedic, attendant or 
attendant-drivers license, 
that such applicant has a 
currently valid certificate 
evidencing successful 
completion of a course of 
training meeting or ex- 
ceeding the requirements 
of the Department of 
Public Health, State of 
Illinois, as prescribed in 
the Emergency Medical 
Services Systems Act, 
Illinois Rrvised Statutes. 

PROVIDED, HOWEVER, 
that no one shall be licensed 
as a driver or attendant- 
driver unless he holds a 
currently valid chauffeur's 
license from the State of 
linois, or FAA Commercial 
License for aircraft pilots. 

(c) An emergency..am- 
bulance license as a driver, 
attendant, attendant-driver, 
Emergency Medical 
Technician or Emergency 
Medical Technician-Par- 
amedic ued hereunder 
shall not be assignable or 
transferable. 

(d) No official entry made 
upon a license may be 
defaced, removed, or 
obliterated. 

SECTION ll 
RENEWAL OF LICENSE: 
Renewal of any/ license 
hereunder, upon #xpiry for 
any reason or after 
revocation, shall require 
conformance with all. the 
requirements of this 
Ordinance as upon original 
licensing. 

SECTION 12 _- 
REVOCATION OF 
LICENSE: 

(a) The Mayor of the City 
of Granite City may, and is 
hereby authorized to, 
suspend or revoke a license 
issued hereunder for failure 
of a licensee to comply and to 
maintain compliance with, 
or for his violation of, any 
applicable provisions, 
standards or requirement of 
this Ordinance, or of 
regulations promulgated 
hereunder, or of any. other 
applicable laws or or- 
dinances or regulations 
promulgated thereunder, but 
only after warning and such 
reasonable time for com- 
pliance as may be set by the 
Mayor of the City of Granite 
City.

inspection reports of the 
Health Officer herein 
provided for shall be prima 
facie evidence of compliance 
or non-compliance with, or 
violation of, the provisions, 
standards and requirements 
provided herein, and of the 
regulations promulgated 
hereunder, for the licensing 
of ambulances. 

(c) Upon suspension, 
revocation or termination of 
an ambulance license 
hereunder, such ambulance 
shall cease operations as 
such and no person shall 
permit such ambulance to 
continue operations as such. 
Upon suspension, revocation 
or termination of an 
emergency ambulance 
driver, attendant, attendant- 
driver, Emergency Medical 
Technician. or Emergency 
Medical Technician-Par- 
amedic shall cease to drive 
or attend emergency am- 
bulances and no person shall 
employ or permit such in- 
dividual to drive or attend an 
emergency ambulance. 

SECTION 13 _ 
REPORTS: 

(a) Within forty-eight (48) 
hours after transporting any 
patient within the City of 
Granite City, or from one 
place within the City of 
Granite City to another place 
within or beyond its limits, 
or from a location beyond the 


corporate limits of the City 
of Granite City to a location 
within said limits, the 
licensee of an ambulance 
hereunder shall file a written 
report with such Health 
Officer of the City of Granite 
City upon such form as may 
be provided or prescribed, 
giving all information which 
such Health Officer may 
require, a copy of such 
report to be furnished the 
hospital to which any patient 
was delivered. 

(b). The provisions of 
subsection (a) of this section 
shall apply with equal force 
in case such patient shall die 
before being so transported 
in such ambulance or dies 
while being transported 
therein or at any time prior 
to the acceptance of the 
patient into the respon- 
sibility of the hospital or 
medical or other authority if 
the patient is still under the 
care or responsibility of the 
ambulance. 

SECTION 4 _ 
OBEDIENCE TO TRAFFIC 
LAWS, ORDINANCES AND 
REGULATIONS: 

(a) The driver of an am- 
bulance, when responding to 
an emergency call or while 
transporting a patient, may 
exercise the privileges set 
forth in this section, but 
subject to. the conditions 
herein stated, and only when 
such driver has reasonable 
grounds to believe that an 
emergency in fact exists 
requiring the exercise of 
such privileges. 

(b) Subject to the 
provisions of subsection (a) 
hereof, the driver of an 
ambulance may exercise 
special privileges as shown 
in the Uniform Vehicle Code, 
the Model Traffic Ordinance 
of National Committee on 
Uniform Traffic laws and 
Ordinances and the Illinois 
Motor Vehicle Code. 

(c) The exemptions herein 
granted shall apply only 
when such ambulance is 
making use of audible and 
visual signals meeting the 
requirements of law, or- 
dinance or regulation. 

(d) The foregoing 
provisions shall not relieve 
the driver of an ambulance 
from the duty to drive with 
due regard for the safety of 
all persons, nor. shall such 
provisions protect the driver 
from the consequences of his 
reckless disregard for the 
safety of others. 

SECTION 15 - 
PENALTIES: 

(a) Any person violating, 
or failing to. comply with, the 
provisions of section 2(a) of 
this Ordinance and the ap- 
plicable provisions hereof 
relating to the licensing of 
ambulances, shall be 
deemed guilty of a 
misdemenaor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be 
fined an amount not ex- 
ceeding $500.00. 

(b) Any person violating, 
or failing to comply with, 
any other provision of this 
Ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined an amount not ex- 
ceeding $500.00, 

(c) Each day that any 
violation of, or failure to 
comply with, this Ordinance 
is committed or permitted to 
continue shall constitute a 
separate and distinct offense 
under this section and shall 
be punishable as such 
hereunder; provided, 
however, that the Court 
may, in appropriate cases, 
stay the cumulation of 
penalties 

SECTION 16 - 
SEPARABILITY: If any 
section, subsection, sen- 
tence, clause, phrase or 
portion of this Ordinance is 
for any reason held invalid 
or unconstitutional by any 
court of competent 
jurisdiction, such portion 
shall be deemed a separate, 
distinct and independent 
provision and such holding 
shall not affect the validity of 
the remaining portions 
hereof.
